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The record generally consists of the docket book, file, and minutes. 


The record generally consists of the docket or entry book, the file, and the minutes of the court. ! 
Minutes kept by the clerk that are approved by the trial judge are as effective as if they were written 


by the court.” On the other hand, there are cases that hold that the minutes are not part of the 


record’ and that a trial docket sheet is not a record.* 


Depositions or other forms of written evidence in a case constitute part of the record.° Exhibits 
introduced into evidence are obviously court records. However, a videotape of a trial has been 
held not to be part of the record on appeal.’ 
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
